5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Okada et 
al (5,264,966). 

The limitations in claims 1-6 are shown in Okada et al' Figs. 3,4, columns 5-7. Okada et al 
discloses a lens moving device comprising a lens support mechanism (1), a driving source (14), a 
cam member (9) provided with stoppers, a cam follower (8c) in contact with cam member 
wherein the cam member is provided with a non-operative area and the lens support mechanism 
and the cam member (9) are molded, (see column 1 1, Hnes 35-45) 

Regarding claim 3, Okada et al shown in Fig. 3, the cam surface (9b) including an operative area 
having fist position which is inclined to a plane perpendicular to the optical axis of the lens.
